WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—Bernard M. Baruch today asked 
Congress for “action now” ap- 
proving universal military train- 
ing and a temporary draft, He 
said “the time for study is over.” 

The adviser to Presidents urged 
also a hold-in-reserve law per- 
mitting revival of wage and price 
controls if needed. 

He told the Senate A d Serv- 
ices Committee the proposed pro- 
gram to make America strong 
militarily would have a “tremend- 
ous impact” on the nation’s econ- 
omy. He said it would “upset 
prices and living conditions.” 

The United States, however, 
Baruch asserted, must make itself 
strong to bring about “the sta- 
bility in the world which lasting 
peace requires”; if it fails to 
muster all its resources for peace, 
there will be “no alternative but 


to mobilize for war; in the future. 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
asked Baruch how much this coun- 
try could spend on military pre- 
paredness “and still have a stable 
economy.” Morse estimated the 
program will cost five billion dol- 
lars. ; 

“I think we have about reached 
the limit,” Baruch replied. 1 

He said Congress ought’ to set 
up a “watchdog” committee to 
keep an eye on spending and its 
effect on price and living costs. 

Baruch urged also that Congress 
pass a law now setting up the 
machinery for industrial mobiliza- 
tion. That is for use of factories 
and plants in time of emergency. 

“If you wait, everybody hurries, 
the crisis is upon us and you get 
a piecemeal job,” Baruch said.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
A New York law which bars the 
sale of publications devoted prin- 
cipally to stories of bloodshed, lust 
and crime was held unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court to- 


y. 

Justice 
Frankfurter said the decision 
knocked down similar laws in 20 
states and made questionable such 


laws in four others, 

Justice Reed spoke for the, ma- 
jority. He based his opinion pow 
on the ground the New Yor 
statute was too vague. Reed said: 
“It does not seem to us that an 
honest | of publications 
could kn n he might be 
held to have ignored such a pro- 
hibition (as set up by the New 
York law), 

“Collections of tales of war 
horrors, otherwise unexception- 
able, might well be found to be 
masbed (in one publication) so as 
to become ‘vehicles for inciting 
violent and depraved crimes.’ 
Where a statute is so vague as 
to make criminal] an innocent act, 
a conviction under it cannot be 
sustained.” 5 

The decision was given on an 
appeal by Murray Winters, New 
York City book dealer who was 
fined $100 on a charge of possess- 
ing, with intent to sell, 2000 
copies of a magazine called “Head-

Frankfurter wrote the dissent. 
He was joined by Justices Jack- 
son and Burton. 

Frankfurter said the majority 
ruling struck down similar. laws 
in these states: Connecticut, IIli- 
nois, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, North Da- 
kota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Ww and Wisconsin.

Section 4656, Missouri Statutes, 
Apparently Affected. 

The Missouri statute to which 
Justice Frankfurter referred is 
apparently Section 4656, which 
prohibits the sale and distribu- 
tion of certain books and papers 
to minors. 

Under this law, it is a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a jail 
sentence up to six months and a 
fine of not more than $100, to dis- 
tribute to minors publications 
“principally made up of criminal 
news, police reports, or accounts 
of crimina] deeds, or pictures and 
stories of deeds of bloodshed, lust 
or crime.” 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Jasper R. Vettori said he obtained 
a conviction under this statute in 
Court of Criminal Correction sev- 
eral years ago against the publish- 
er of a Negro newspaper.

Employes of the New York Curb 
Exchange struck at the same time 
but the management reported that 
it was also able to maintain fairly 
normal business with supervisory 
employes, 

The strike date was kept secret 
by the AFL United Financial Em- 
ployes Union which suddenly 
poured picket lines into narrow, 
skyscraper-lined Wall street. 

The secret date of the strike 
was matched by an equally secret 
plan for operation in an emerg- 
ency long since worked out by 
the exchanges. 

Stock Exchange members, many 
of whom paid as much as $100,- 
000 for their seats, went to ap- 
pointed posts as the market

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 29 
United States Assistant Attorney 
General Richard R. Phelps told 
the Post-Dispatch today he is con- 
sidering an investigation of last 
Saturday's acquittal. of eight po- 
litical workers who were charged 
with vote fraud conspiracy in the 
1946 primary election here. 

“I am inclined to believe there 
was something phony about the 
jury,” the special prosecutor as- 
serted. He did not elaborate. 

After the jurors announced their 
decision, Phelps stated: “I think 
the verdict is a travesty on jus- 
tice and I think it should shock 
the consciences of all people who 
believe in honest elections.” 

Phelps said that during the trial, 
an almost daily visitor was 
Charles Binaggio, gambler and 
machine boss of the First Ward. 
Binaggio would take a seat on 
one of the first- or second-row 
benches and stare at the wit- 
nesses. This had “a noticeable 
effect” on them, the prosecutor 
asserted. 

Juror Tells of Division. 

Walter Shackelford, Bates City 
(Mo.) insurance man, said he was 
one of the last two jurors to hold 
out for a verdict of guilty. 

“The first vote, taken Friday 
afternoon, was seven to five for 
acquittal,” he reported. “There were 
12 polls in all. On the fourth from 
the last ballot the count had 
dropped to eight to four for ac- 
quittal. 

“It seemed to me there was 
enough evidence to convict, but 
the majority thought the evidence 
was insufficient. There was a 
great deal of discussion about the 
character of the Government wit- 
nesses. I finally decided I could 
be wrong and switched. 

“The balloting changed to 10 
to 2, then 11 to 1, and finally it 
was unanimous.” 

Robert V. Jeffress, Sweet 
Springs (Mo.) implement dealer 
another juror, said: “We took 
many ballots I nearly lost count. 
The majority of us Were fo 
acquittal all the way.” 

Deliberated Eight Hours. 

The jury deliberated eight hours 
and 15 minutes after hearing 311 
witnesses in 19 days of testimony. 
Jeffress said the verdict was 
reached ag a bailiff stood at the 
door to call the jury into the 
courtroom of United States Dis- 
trict Judge Richard M. Duncan for 
a report on the progress of its 
deliberations. 

“The most important factor in 
the decision for acquittal,” Jeff- 
ress stated, was the type of gov- 
ernment witnesses and the geh- 
eral unreliability of those wit- 
nesses.

TRONA, Calif., March 29 (AP)— 
The rocket mail didn't go through. 

Youthful scientists Saturday 
sent eight rockets loaded with 
4200 letters soaring a mile across 
dry Searles lake practically into 
the Trona postmaster’s lap, 

But that functionary, Don B. 
MacPherson, refused to accept the 
mail for sending because it bore 
stickers resembling United States 
stamps. 

The sponsors of the rocket ex- 
periment, Reaction Research So- 
ciety of Glendale, said they had 
stamped all envelopes “not U.S.

SHOSTAKOVICH HAS 
APPARENTLY QUIT 
PROFESSORS JOB 


Composer, However, Is 
Still Writing Music Aft- 
er Communist Criticism 
—One Loses Post.

MOSCOW, March 29 (AP)—The 
composer Dmitri Shostakovich ap- 
parently has resigned as professor 
at the Moscow Conservatory, but 
is still writing music. 
Shostakovich was one of seven 
composers censured by the Com- 
munist party's Central Commit- 
tee in February for writing music 
that “follows the formalist trend 
—a trend against the people.” He 
is regarded as the high priest 
among the “formalist” composers. 
Aram Khachaturian, another of 
the composers criticized, has been 
removed from the chairmanship 
of the organizing committee of the 
Union of Soviet Composers. Kha- 
chaturian was censured by the 
party as having failed to prevent 


toſ the “formalist” school from acquir- 


ing a practical monopoly in music 
here. (A boogie version of his 
Saber Dance is popular on Ameri- 
can juke boxes.) He was succeeded 
as committee chairman by Tikon

Shebalin Keeps Post. 

There is good evidence for the 
belle? that Vissarion Shebalin, 
another of the composers under 
fire, ig still head of the Moscow 
Conservatory, the leading Soviet 
musical institution. His name and 
title as conservatory head have 
been seen recently on posters ad- 
vertising concerts. His signature 
also was noted on a tribute paid 
recently to the deceased Soviet 
pianist Igumnov. Shebalin’s name 
was high up on the list.of signers. 

Shostakovich, Khachaturian, 
Serge Prokofieff, Irakly (Vano) 
Muradeli, and other composers 
criticized in the party decree have 
been told to continue their work 
but to work harder and change 
the basic trends of their compo- 
sitions. It was indicated that by 
doing so they would write new 
music which would meet party 
demands. 


Shostakovich has written sev- 
eral symphonies,” including his 
well-known Seventh. Khachatu- 
rian has written widely known 
violin and piano concertos, Proko- 
fieff is best known in western 
countries for “Peter and the 
Wolf.” Muradeli wrote the opera 
“Great Friendship,” singled out 
for special criticism by the Com- 
munist party. a 

Criticized Influence. 

The party blast said that “for- 
malist” compositions were “exert- 
ing a baleful influence on the 
training and upbringing of young 
composers in our conservatories 
and, above all, in the Moscow 
Conservatory.” 

The magazine Culture and Life 
disclosed recently that the party 
decree was preceded by a meeting 
of 70 composers with Andrei Zhda- 
nov and other leaders of the 
party's Central Committee in mid- 
January. 

At this meeting Zhdanov se- 

verely criticized the “small oli- 
garchy of Soviet composers who, 
together with their arms bearers 
— the sycophantic critics,” had 
gained control of Soviet. music. 
He said these composers blocked 
younger composers not belonging 
to their school and acted as a 
brake on progress. 
, Soviet, publications have an- 
nounced that composers at whom 
the decree was aimed had ex- 
pressed their thanks to the party 
for its criticism and indicated their 
future work will be written with 
regard for it.

The Justice Department in 
appealing Judge Moore’s decision 
to the 33 Court contended 
the Coastitution gives Congress 


authgrity “to surround the entire 


electfon process with such rules 
and regulations as it deems neces- 
sary to secure free and honest 
elections.” 

The Supreme Court will hear 
arguments on the issue on April 
26, Its final decision will be await- 
ed by labor union officers who 
have planned extensive political 
activities in this national election 
year. 

Other Cases. 


The court also agreed to rule 
on the constitutionality of Arizona 
and North Carolina laws barring 
union closed shops. Many other 
states have similar laws. 


The anti-closed shop section of 
the Taft-Hartley .Act is not di- 
rectly involved in the Arizona 
and North Carolina cases, 

The actions were filed by the 
American Federation of Labor. It 
contended the states had impaired 
the obligation of contracts, denied 
due process of law, and restrained 
the rights of free speech and as- 
sembly. 

The court divided 5-4 in up- 
holding the murder convictions of 
two New York City Negroes by 
a special “blue ribbon” jury. The 
Negroes, George Cornelius Moore 
and Lester Haughton, said the 
special jury violated their consti- 
tutional rights.

Delegates from the four coun- 
tries said their resolution does not 
constitute a final and formal 
break with Russia on the whole 
atomic control problem. They said 
they are ready to discuss new 
Soviet proposals, but they do not 
want to cover the same ground 
again and again. 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
is made up of the five permanent 
and non-permanent members 
of the U.N. Security Council, plus 
Canada when that nation is not a 
member of the Council. 

The five permanent members 
are the United States, China, 
France, Russia and Britain. The 
a six non-permanent mem- 

re are Canada, Belgium, Argen- 
tina, Colombia, the Soviet Ukraine 
and Syria. 

The Soviet Ukraine, which re- 
placed Poland as a non-pe nent 
member, like the latter, has sup- 
ported the Russian proposal for 
atomic control. 

The four-nation resolution was 
introduced by a review of commis- 
sion activities, recalling that the 
Soviet Union rejected American 
proposals in June 1946, but offered 
no counter-plan until a year later. 
It was that plan which was voted 
“inadequate.” An analysis of con- 
clusions reached in the subsequent 
debate followed. 

It pointed out that production of 
nuclear fuels, adaptable to both 
peaceful and violent uses, must be 
guarded from diversion or secret 


production for effective control of 


atomic energy. Strict international 

supervision “which even the Soviet 

representatives maintain to be 

necessary could not in fact be ob- 

tained by putting into force any 

plan based on these Soviet pro- 
Is, 

Such protection would be denied, 
the report continued, in light of 
Russian stipulations for periodic 
or special inspections by a world 
control agency; by depriving an 
agency of enforcement powers and 
leaving punishment to the Secur- 
ity Council, and because the Sov- 
lets insist that a control treaty 
must follow abolition of atom 
bombs, 

“The Soviet representative 
argued (for periodic inspection) 
that, if there was continuous in- 
spection over any one operation, 
it would. . become supervision 
or management. There is no pro- 
vision whereby the commission 
could correct even the abuses that 
might be revealed by this limited 
form of inspection,” although the 
Russian scheme left inspection 
“the only element of control at 
the commission's command.” 


Comment on Diversion, 


As to preventing diversion of 
material, “the Soviets could give 
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no reply based on technical evi- 
dence or common sense to show 
that periodical inspectians” would 
prevent it, the report continued. 
The proposals contain no realistic 
provision for detecting clandestine 
activities,” except to observe: 

“Governments take the obliga- 
tion to implement the convention 
and from this it follows that se- 
cret activities would be excluded.” 
To this bit of sophistry the au- 
thors of the report appended: 

“It seems superfluous to com- 
ment on this unrealistic assertion.” 


Commenting on Soviet sugges- 
tions for special inspection waen 
suspicion of violation arises,” the 
report caustically concluded that 
“as elaborated, the scope of in- 
spection is so restricted in such 
a way that there would in prac- 
tice be no opportunity for the in- 
ternational control commission to 
become suspicious.” 

Russian refusal to accept a sys- 
tem of control over all atomic 
resources and activities on the 
ground that it would violate sov- 
ereign rights of independent states 
and lead to interference in inter- 
nal affairs, led to this sharp re- 
tort: 

“Having thus studied the limit- 
ed form of inspection offered by 
the Soviet proposals, we conclude 
that, even from a technical point 
of view alone, these proposals do 
not provide any effective means of 
controlling declared activities or 
detecting clandestine ones, 


“The commission has less chance 
than ever of finding evidence of 
a violation of the convention in 
such countries as restrict the free 
movement of foreigners within 
their territories.” 

Delays Are Cited. 

It was pointed out that enforce- 
ment powers of a world agency 
devised under Soviet specifica- 
tions would be limited to recom- 
mendations, either to individual 
governments or the international 
authority. Thus at best, there 
would be inevitable delays pend- 
ing action by the Security Coun- 
cil or others. 

“Whatever the ultimate action 
taken in case of a violation, it is 
vitally important that immediate 
action should be taken to stop it,” 
the report set forth. “If only a 
time-consuming decision of the Se- 
curity Council can stop it, the re- 
sulting situation might be ser- 
lously aggravated. 

“It is considered that the stand 
of the Soviet Union in reserving 
to the Security Council any and 
all action pertaining to violations 
is another reason why the Soviet 
proposals cannot be accepted as a 
basis of a system of control.” 

Turning to the “timetable” is- 
gue, whereby Russia adamantly 
demanded a treaty prohibiting 
manufacture, possession or use of 
atomic weapons before establish- 
ing international atom control, the 
report said; 

The world is aware of the 
tragic history of past conventions 
‘outlawing’ various weapons or 
forms of warfare. None of these 
conventions contained provisions 
for their own enforcement and 
consequently remained pious ex- 
pressions of hope and no more. 
Instead of strengthening peace, 
actually they gave rise to false 
security, 

“The great majority of govern- 
ments represented on the Atomic 
Energy Commission have ex- 
pressed their determination to 
profit by the mistakes of the 
past, and to insist that the pro- 
hibition of atomic Weapons can 
only be brought about through 
a syutem of control whereby that 
prohibition can be enforced. 

“The Soviet Government takes 
a different view,” the authors of 
the report ruefully set forth. They 
added that the Russian delega- 
tion had agreed there could be no 
assurance that a control treaty 
would be negotiated after one 
abolishing atom arms had been 
signed to oblige the Soviet Union.

“For so-called moral or ‘pacifist’ 
reasons, some would deny the use 
of power, as being evil in itself,” 
Baruch continued. “That is to in- 
vite war, even as it encouraged 
Hitler’s war. Others will protest 
that the measures I have pro- 
posed depart from ‘free enter- 
prise’ and are methods of the po- 
lice state... 

“The issue is one of law against 
force, Shall we use our power in 
support of rule by law, with all 
peoples free to choose how they 
are to govern. themselves? Or 
shall force without law be per- 
mitted to dictate its slavish terms? 

“Never was the democratic 
world in greater need of construc- 
tive leadership than today. That 
leadership can come only from this 
country, for we alone have the 
strength to give vigor and life to 
moral principles. Without power, 
those principles will be left to find 
their sad expression in protest by 
suicide,” 


RED PROTEST OVER 
U.S. ROLE IN IRAN 


TEHRAN, March 29 (AP)— 
Russia has accused the Iranian 
Government of offering untrue in- 
formation about the activities of 
United States military advisers in 
Iran. The charge was contained 
in a Soviet note dated March 24 
and received Saturday night by 
the Iranian Govérnment. 


The note said an Iranian-Amer- 
ican agreement of October 1947 
showed that “the role of Amer- 
ican military advisers is one of 
leadership in the Iranian Army.” 


Iran’s explanation that the 
Americans do not have authority 
to direct Iranian military affairs 
is without foundation, the note 
said, 

“The claim of the Iranian Gov- 
ernment that ‘Americans have not 
monopolized the right to occupy 
key military posts in Iran’ is 
also contrary to fact,” the note 
continued, 

Both Iran and the United States 
have said the Americans are here 
merely to give training and 
advice. 

The note was Russia’s second 
in eonnection with American ac- 
tivities here. 

In denying the allegations con- 

tained in the original Russian 
note of last Jan. 31, Iran accused 
the Soviet Union of giving refuge 
to rebels from Azerbaijan prov- 
ince. That province borders on 
the Soviet Union. A separatist 
movement flourished there for a 
time during the Russian occupa- 
tion. 
The new Soviet note denied 
that Iranian political refugees in 
the Soviet Union had been grant- 
ed permission to form military 
units for the purpose of attack- 
ing Iran. 

The Soviet note caused anxiety 

in Iranian circles. 
United States Embassy sources 
said the note was intended as a 
trial balloon to test American re- 
action and also an attempt to dis- 
suade Iran from approving a large 
arms purchase from the United 
States. The Majlis (parliament) 
now is discussing the arms con- 
tract and the cost of transporting 
the war materials.

$7,000,000, is scheduled to go into 
operation this summer. ‘Both 
plants will convert coal into pe- 
troleum products on a scale suf- 
ficiently large to provide cost and 
engineering data for the operation 
of full-size commercial plants 
which may be erected by private 
concerns or by the GovernMent in 
the future. | 

Construction of the second plant 
will complete the Bureau of Mines 
program for setting up three fa- 
cilities on a semi-commercial scale | 
for testing the principal processes | 
for producing synthetic liquid fuel. | 
This program looks toward the 
possible necessity of establishing a 
huge synthetic oil industry to 
make the country independent of | 
imports in another war. 

The second Missouri plant will 
produce motor gasoline and diese 
fuel oi] from coal by the Fischer- | 
Tropsch gas synthesis process. | 
This involves first gasifying the 
coal and then converting the re- 
sulting mixture of carbon monox- 
ide and hydrogen to liquid fuels, 
About 28 tons of coal will be used 
daily to produce about 80 barrels 
of oil and gasoline. 

The first Louisiana plant will 
employ the hydrogenation or Ber- 
gius process. It is expected to 
consume from 100 to 200 tons of 
coal daily and to produce about 
200 barrels of gasoline a day. 
Coals from various sections of 
the country will be used. 

The third plant in the system 
already is in operation at Rifle, 
Colo., and is producing at the rate 
of about 50 barrels a day. This 
plant uses oj] shale as a raw ma- 
terial. 

The Bureau of Mines estimates 
that high-grade gasoline can be 
produced commercially by hydro- 
genation for about 14 cents a gal- 
lon, 5 to 7 cents more per gallon 
than the present cost of obtain- 
ing it from natural petroleum. 
Gas synthesis production costs 
are thought to be about the same. 
There are various ways in which 
costs may be brought down and 
the plants may demonstrate that 
they can be reduced significantly 
in plants large enough to produce 
10,000 barrels a day or more. 

Gasification of coal, first phase 
of the over-all Fischer-Tropsch |< 
process, is regarded by the Bu- 
reau of Mines as presenting the 
main problems in need of solution. 
The principal cost factor is in the 
production of the gas from which 
the finished products are ob- 
tained,

F Finland survives its present difficulties as an independent 
nation, a large share of the credit will go to a 78-year-old former 
lawyer and banker named Juho Kusti Paasikivi. Almost against 


his will, and at a time when most men would prefer their books and a 


measure of peaceful retirement, 


Paasikivi has been called on to 


play the most important role in his crowded life, 


He has been president of Fin- 
land since early 1946, when he suc- 
ceeded his close friend, Marshal 
Carl Mannerheim, who sometimes 
has been called the George Wash- 
ington of the country. For 18 
months before that, he had been 
Prime Minister. 

To most persons in the United 
States, the stocky, stern-faced 
man with the clipped hair is little 
more than a name. Here, among 
his own people, he is one of the 
most respected and powerful 
forces in Finland’s most critical 
hour, . 

Conservative, Painstaking. 

His duties as President are far 
more than formal. Almost every 
action of the Government, almost 
every appointment, goes through 
his hands. Painstaking and metic- 
ulous, he insists on exercising the 
full measure of his responsibility. 
He presides at every meeting of 
the Cabinet. 

A conservative by training and 
tradition, Paasikivi long since has 
risen above the party conflicts of 
the Finnish people. To an Ameri- 
can, accustomed to hear presi- 
dents. described either as saints 
or sinners, it is astonishing to 
find no single word of partisan 
criticism. 

In a coun where there is no 
vice president, there is hardly 
even a whisper of a possible suc- 
cessor. 

Strangely, Paasikivi has won 
the confidence not only of his 
own people, but of his Soviet 
neighbors, He seems to be one 
of the few Finnish leaders from 
whom the Russians will take rea- 
sonably blunt and unadorned talk. 

Finland has negotiated three 
different peace treaties with the 
Soviet Union, one at Dorpat in 
1920, another at Moscow in 1940, 
and the third again at Moscow in 
1944. Each time Paasikivi has 
been the central figure on the 
Finnish side. The most extreme 
Finnish nationalists have never 
hinted that there was the slight- 
est sell-out.

The Prophet Speaks Again 


& Elder Statesman Baruch today told the Sen- 


ate Armed Services Committee what the United 


States should do to gird itself for the cold war. 
| “There is no peace,” says he, 


and he adds that 
“today the necessity’ 18 to keep war from start- 
ing.” Mr. Baruch did a brilliant job in running 
the country’s industry in World War I and, be- 
tween wars, he urged plans for preparedness and 


Industrial mobilization which, if adopted, would 


have saved the country much time and billions 
of dollars. 


Now, once again, he comes forward with a pro- 


gram. It includes prumpt enactment of univer- 


eating “immediate adoption of a total plan for 


mobilization so that 


universal training rests on a solidly grounded 


pyramid of total preparedness.” He continues 
that, in order to avoid wrecking ourselves, our 
economy should be guarded against the impact 
of partial mobilization. He proposes “a constant 
inventory, balancing all our growing commit- 
ments against our resources.” 

Just as we demobilized our magnificent armed 
forces in too great haste after World War II 
was over, so we were overhasty in getting back 
to a condition of normalcy in domestic affairs. 
Thus, Mr. Baruch warns that if war should come 


soon, the Government would have to act quickly, 


with full powers, or “the confusion and infla- 
tionary. havoc of sudden and full rearmament 
would be ghastly.” 


These full powers would include ceilings over 
all prices, wages and rents; a system of priori- 
ties, allocations and rationing authority over in- 
dustry; taxation to limit war profits, stock-piling 
of strategic materials; more research; an all-out 
intelligence service and so on. Right now war 
plants should be held in standby readiness and 
plans should be drawn to decentralize industry. 

We have just seen a long wrangle in Congress 
over the retention of rent control. Yet that is 
only a kindergarten measure compared with 
what the country should be doing. If the coun- 
try is to do what must be done to put Soviet 
Russia on notice that we mean business, the Re- 
publican leadership in the present Congress will 
have to reverse its whole policy of returning to 
an easy-going, hit-or-miss economy. However 
deeply the United States may yearn for the good 
old days, the political facts of life call for dis- 
cipline and self-sacrifice. That's what the old 
prophet is telling us. Are we listening? 
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The Kansas City Fiasco

Russia’s proposals on the international con- 


trol of atomic energy have been debunked by 
the Working Committee of the UN Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. This has been done in a 
statement signed by France, Britain, Canada and 
China. : 

The statement exposes the Russian ꝓroposals 
as pure sham. Russia is willing to permit only 
periodic inspection at the uranium and thorium 
mines, where daily inspection would be required 
to establish how much and what grades had been 
mined, and how much had been shipped out for 
refining. In periodic inspection, the control 


body would have no way of knowing how much 


ore had been shipped out between inspections 
or how much was being refined at the time of 
the inspection. 


At plants * purifying and processing the ores | 


or producing or using nuclear fuels, the periodic 
inspection which the Russians propose would be 
even more inadequate than at the mines. The 
operation is so complex that the materials in use 
could not be checked by inspection, and the only 
way the control commission could exercise con- 
trol would be by managing the plants itself. 

At laboratories ostensibly doing peacetime 
work in atomic energy, the Russians would per- 
mit inspection only on suspicion of violation, and 
they have never answered repeated questions as 
to who on earth would report the violations. 

If the International Control Commission should, 
by some stroke of luck, learn of a warlike use 
of atomic energy, despite all the obstacles put 
in its way by Russia, the only recourse it would 
have under the Russian plan would be to make 
recommendations to the UN Security Council. 
It would have no enforcement authority what- 
ever. Its recommendations would be subject to 


interminable delay in the Security’ Council and 


eventual veto by Russia. 
To make the whole thing fantastically mean- 


ingless, Russia is unwilling to discuss even this 


flimsy pretense at control until the United States 
had agreed to scrap its atomic bombs and had 
actually done so. The United States would have 
no assurance that Russia had none of the bombs 
or that, if it had, it was scrapping them too. 
And after this country had thrown away its 
atomic weapons, Russia might renege on even 
its own “control” proposals. The actual words 
of the Soviet Representative on this point are: 


“If there is found no basis for agreement, there, 
naturally, the convention cannot be concluded. 


The UN Working Committee concludes that 
the Russian proposals would give an aggressor 
nation the opportunity to acquire an overwhelm- 


lung military supremacy.” No other conclusion is 


possible. It is only possible to conclude also 
that the Russian proposals would protect Russia 
in the uncontrolled development of atomic energy

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Preparation in Scandinavia 

It is only a stone’s throw, in terms of modern 
air travel, from 
peninsula across the Gulf of Bothnia.’ Since Fin- 
land is now getting the Soviet treatment, no 
wonder Sweden and Norway are filled with ap- 
prehension. If the Reds controlled the North 
and Baltic seas, they would be within easy 
bombing and rocket distance of Britain. In two 
world wars, Sweden has had a precarious neu- 
trality, but it will be different if World War III 
should come. In the last war, Norway and Den- 
mark knew thé humiliation of occupation. 

If, as Moscow newspapers charge, Sweden and 
Norway are preparing to build bases for the use 
of American planes and parachute troops, it is 
because they have definitely chosen to throw in 
their lot with the West. As Senator Ture Ner- 
man, a leader of Sweden’s.dominant Social Dem- 


ocratic party, said not long ago: 


The train is going west. The only natural 
course for Scandinavia is to join the West 
with Bevin's Great Britain as the leading 
power. 5 
We pointed out the other day that the Pre- 


miers of Sweden, Norway and Denmark have an- 


nounced their intention to defend their freedom 


against any outward aggression, and declared 
their fate is aligned with the Western democra- 
cies. In Sweden, the Social Democrats are plan- 
ning a nationwide campaign April 1-25, to tell 
the people by radio, newspapers, pamphlets and 
speeches about the menace of Soviet expansion. 

Mr. Stokes reported yesterday that “‘the basic 
design of Soviet policy is thought to be obviously 
that of shutting the United States out from any 
bases in Europe which could be used for attacks 
by land and air, and depriving it of continental 
allies.

Actually, the report was true, and Senator Van- 
denberg does not really deny it. “I think it is 
obvious,” he says, “that certain reforms in the 
Chinese Government and the basic Chinese econ- 
omy are necessary, ... But I think it is equally 
obvious that the Nationalist Government repre- 
sents our common contest against Communist ag- 
gression and deserves firm support within our 
resources.” | 

This puts aid to China on a basis of expedien- 
cy. The present expedient would begin under 
happier auspices if Communism had not grown 
in China in spite of huge previous grants from 
the United States. It will continue to grow un- 
til the Nationalist Government becomés as in- 
terested in eliminating the causes of Communism 
as in fighting its armies.

Europe’s Hope in America

The American in Europe is subjected to 
a constant barrage of questions. Ove? here 
the talk is about Russia, but over there the 
engrossing topic is the United States, 


Europeans of every persuasion have a 
pretty definite idea of the aims of Soviet 
policy, but they still wonder what America 
will do in circumstances they think they 
foresee more clearly than we do. They 
have their eyes on 
the clock; their chief 
anxiety is that our 
watches are not set 
by European time.

Danger in the Air 


One comes home to a country almost too 
alive to danger. At first glance it looks as 


if every policy is subordinated and very 


issue is subject to one criterion only. In 
Palestine, Trieste, Germany, Lake Success, 
we are thinking of nothing but the effect 
of our moves in blocking further Soviet 
aggression, 


Granting that this is the paramount chal- 


‘lenge of our time, that the United States 


is the only power able to meet it and that 
the stand we are taking now is a belated 
last-minute stand, it remains true that the 
problem is too complex to be solved by 
economic means alone or even by a show 
of force. 


The Palestine question, for instance, with 
all its military ramifications, cannot be 
shuffled off just by giving it up, Nor will 
the impossible statute of Trieste be made 
viable by the proposal of the three Western 
peacemakers to restore the free territory 
to Italy. 


Palestine and Trieste Reversals 


In the case of Palestine the United 
States took the lead in supporting parti- 
tion. We are chiefly responsible for the 
adoption of a plan which we knew had to 
be enforced. In the case of Trieste, we 


unwillingly accepted a bad compromise for, 


the sake of achieving agreement with the 
Soviet Union. 


In both cases what has happened since 
was clearly foreseeable. When the Trieste 
settlement was made Yugoslav aims and 
tactics were already so plain that a child 
could see it was an open invitation to 
trouble. But the present move to amend 
the treaty is not so much a practical pro- 
posal as an attempt to influence the Italian 


elections. 0 


It has two purposes —to counter declara⸗ 
tions from Moscow that the Soviet Govern- 
ment favors putting the former Italian 
colonies under Italian trusteeship and to 
place Russia in the embarrassing position 


of refusing to discuss a question that stirs 
more popular feeling in Italy than any of 
the war settlements, In a dispatch from 
Turin, New York Times correspondent 
Camille Cianfarra noted that the Commu- 
nist Mayor turned pale when the French 
Foreign Minister made the surprise an- 
nouncement. 


That the announcement was made by 
M. Bidault will heighten the effect in Italy, 
High officials of the Foreign Office, in- 
cluding Count Sforza, have been hoping 
that Washington would suggest that the 
Trieste statute be reconsidered. But they 
did not expect such a move, much less a 
formal three-power recommendation for the 
revision of the treaty. The participation 
of the French, who worked out the un- 
workable compromise when the Commu- 
nists were in the Government and have 
regretted it ever since, reflects their deep 
anxiety over results of the Italian vote. 


To Forestall Tito’s Move 


It was not only to help the ‘democratic 


parties in Italy, however, that the Western 


powers issued this statement. One more in 
the series of warnings Washington is di- 
recting to Moscow and its satellites, its 
main object is to forestall a possible coup 
of the Yugoslavs in aid of the Italian Com- 
munists. 


Factual reports on the acceleration of 
warlike preparations in Yugoslavia are 
partly responsible for the current alarm in 
Washington. The President’s St. Patrick 
day speech reflected the urgency of the 
men on the ground. 


Rightly or wrongly, they argue—and the 
argument echoes in all the chancelleries— 
that if the militant wing in the Politbureau 
is urging a “preventive war,” the try-out 
would be made by a satellite state—and 
certainly before the European Recovery 
Program gets under way and the United 
States has time to remobilize its forces. 


If We Keep Calm 


It is hoped that raising the question of 
Trieste may cause the Kremlin to put a 
temporary brake on the movements of 
Marshal Tito, In any case, it carries im- 
portant implications. It is the first sug- 
gestion of the negotiating powers for revi- 
sion of a peace treaty. More than that, it 
is the first intimation of an intention to 
push the dividing line back instead of hold- 
ing it where it is. 


To the returning traveler, it is clear that 
Western Europe is a clouded mirror re- 
flecting the atmosphere and attitude of the 
United States. Since no other country Is 
steady enough to do it, it is up to us to 
create a substitute for the fear that now 
rules the world. 


Fear is the real danger; if the United 
States faces the crisis calmly, taking the 
steps that have to be taken for our own 
and the world’s security, if even now it 
learns to weigh the consequences of its 
own decisions‘and follow them through, if 
it revives the lost sense of the future by 
giving great hostages to the future, it can 
block the Soviet advance without war. 


The strongest impression the American 
carries away from Europe is that millions 
are aching to follow where we lead.

Total War Fallacy. ’

Our military leaders, therefore, 
have a very special responsibility 
to see to it that the civilian lead- 
ers and our people generally do 
not, even if it comes to war, com- 
mit this country to an unlimited 
war, which if it could be won at 
all, could be won only at a cost 
of blood and treasure which would 
make the victory ruinous. 


Misplaced Idealism. 


The American civilian popula- 
tion is susceptible to the heresy of 
unlimited war in many ways. 
There is the idealistic tradition, 
which Wilson formulated, that 
this country cannot with a good 
conscience recognize any settle- 
ment which rests on a balance of 
power and the existence of 
spheres of special influence. 

The tradition holds that only 
one world of like-minded states is 
tolerable, and that all the arrange- 
ments which diplomatists have 
made in the past to accommodate 
the perpetual rivalry of nations 
are intolerable. This tradition, 
noble though it is in its purpose, 


a world where great powers are 
not like-minded, and do not mean 


foundly inapplicable to the con- to be 


fict with Russia, and fatal to 
those who, like Hitler, would enter- 
tain it. 

The doctrine of total war is, like 
most heresies, a half-truth. It is 
true that in any large modern war 
the whole population and its whole 
resources will be engaged, and 
that there is no such thing as the 
exemption of civilians or their 
immunity. But it is not neces 
sarily true that war waged with 
total effort must be waged for 
total ends—for the absolute, un- 
limited destruction of the enemy 
state and the total subjection of 
its population. 


Negotiated Peace. 


The German war, alas, was 
fought to a total end because 
Hitler willed it that way, and 
was able to destroy any German 
successor government with which 
peace could have been negotiated. 
The European settlement has been 
made well-nigh impossible as a 
result. 

But the Italian war, and. even 
the Japanese war, were fought 
for limited ends. Verbally the 
surrenders were unconditional; in 
fact, the Italians have, and the 
Japanese will get, a negotiated 


peace. 

Can there be any question ‘that 
the outcome is preferable? And 
does this not prove that even in 
the modern age a total war need 
not necessarily be absolute, un- 
limited, and 


The tradition produces crusades, 
and to undertake a crusade against 
a giant power like Russia would 
surely mean interminable War for 
an unattainable objective..The sus- 
ceptibility of the American people 
to crusades is dangerous because, 
as yet, we have never had the 
experience, which all older nations 
have had, of realizing the limits 
of our power. 

We cannot afford not to realize 
them now, and to make up our 
minds that if we become engaged 
in an armed conflict, we shall 
wage it for limited, concrete ob- 
jectives, for a negotiated settle- 
ment which restores the balance 
of power and recognizes the ex- 
istence of spheres of influence 
among the powers. 


No Blood Crusades. 


Then we shall not confuse the 
need for a total effort with the 
pursuit of total ends, Then we 
shall not allow the conflict to be 
blown up into a universal anti- 
Communist crusade. For that 
would commit us to the invasion 
and subjugation of Russia, and to 
the fearful bloody business of 
crushing civil Wars all over the 
globe. 

If through idealism, inexperi- 
ence, righteous indignation and 
hysteria we entangle ourselves in 
such a commitment, history will 
say that we encompassed our own 


ruin, a thing which no external 
foe was capable of doing.

Knowledge 
Of Viruses 


Is Increasing 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


IRUSES are living organisms, 

which are much smaller than 

bacteria, and which cause 
many diseases, such as the com- 
mon cold, influenza, virus pneu- 
monia, smallpox, and others. These 
viruses are not visible through 
the usual type of microscope in 
general usage. By means of a 
new type of microscope now in 
use, called the electron micro- 
scope, many of these viruses have 
now been seen, and can therefore 
be studied directly. More is being 
learned about their structural and 
breeding properties, and there is 
every reason to expect that the 
knowledge gained from these 
studies may prove valuable in 
the future. 

Question: “Is virus pneumonia 
contagious? How doés it differ 
from other forms of pneumonia?” 

Answer: Virus pneumonia is a 
contagious disease, sometimes re- 
ferred to as pneumonitis, a de- 
scriptive term, meaning inflamma- 
tion of the lungs. There may ac- 
tually be a group of different dis- 
eases, but they are 
caused by a virus. The area in- 
volved in one or both lungs (in- 
flammation) may be very small, 
or the process may be quite an 
extensive one, 
the type of pneumonia called 
lobar, in which an entire segment 
or lung is affected. The conta- 
gious nature is established be- 
cause it has been shown that it 
can be transmitted from person 
to person by giving washings of 
sputum from infected sources, and 
it is known to be a virus because 
these washings, were previously 
filtered through a special kind of 
filter which would hold back the 
bigger bacteria. 

The symptoms of this disease 
vary a great deal. Often a small 
involvement results in many more 
symptoms than a larger one. A 
cough, f ently with bloody

symptoms. In more serious cases 
exceptionally high fevér and pros- 
tration. may result.

DVERTISING in gin consists 
Ace throwing a card in an ef- 
fort to encourage your oppo- 
nent to throw one of the same

Gin players seem to believe uni- 
versally in the slogan “It pays to 
advertise” and although many of 
them call advertising by other 
names such as booting, fishing, 
baiting, backfiring, etc., they all 
indulge in it. 

The habit is likely to prove 
costly,. If your opponent picks up 
your advertiser the chances be- 
come very good that the card you 
want forms part of a matched 
set and will never come to you, 

Gin advertising should be done 
in a fairly subtle manner, If you 
are too blatant about it your op- 
ponent will get on to what you 
are doing and your advertising 


Will cease to pay. 


From the standpoint of safety 
the time to throw a wild advertis- 
ing card is on your first discard. 
At that time the odds are over 
three and a half to one against 
your opponent being able to use 
that card. Each play you delay 
your advertisement increases the 
chance that he can use it. 

From the standpoint of decep- 
tion the worst time to advertise 
is the first discard, and the player 
who advertises then whenever 
possible is not going to do well 
against an alert opponent, 

My own practice is to try to 
mix them up. If my opponent 
religiously answers my ads, I do 
it early and often. If he draws 
back in fear of matching my first 
discard, I just never advertise at 
that point. While if he varies his 
game too, I just make my normal 
best play.

Word to Teachers 


By Angelo Patri 


: EACHERS of the first-year elementary school classes should 
be experts in their field. An inexperienced teacher can work 
great harm to a little child’s growth, and one whose training 

and temperament unfits her for teaching these children should 

be assigned elsewhere. We cannot stress the importance of 
the qualified teacher for this grade too much. 

In many schools of the country, especially those of the big 
cities, we are entering children of tender years. We know that 
all children do not develop in all phases of physical and mental 
growth in the same way or in the same time. We all appre- 
ciate that a child of five may be more fully developed than a 
child of six, so the teacher must understand the way children 
grow, the way in which they learn. And she must know when 
the children are ready for teaching, and when they are un- 
ready. When the teacher is unable to discern such states of 
growth, she is out of place in the first-year: classes.

A CHILD of six years, rather slow of development in body 
and mind but wholly normal, cannot write well because the 
accessory muscles which he needs to make fine adjustments es- 
sential in good hand control—as is needed in penmanship—are 
not yet sufficiently developed. 1 

That is a state of growth a well trained, professionally edu- 
cated teacher would see and understand. Accordingly she 
would adjust the work to the child’s present ability, She would 
not, for example, hit the child's feeble little hand with a ruler 
and tell him to take his paper home and tell his mother to 
help him to learn to write. No professionally trained teacher 
would be guilty of that. ee

MOTHERS of little children have their hands full at home. 
They have not the time to teach their school-age children, nor 
have they the training that would enable them to do so in- 
telligently. That is what the teacher is paid to do and she 
should do it. 

Children of the first-year classes should have no homework. 
They should leave the school at the close of the day without 
any worry about after-class labors and tomorrow’s lessons on 
their minds. Worry is poison to people old and young, and its 
influence upon little children is pernicious. 

Each days work should be finished during the day. It will 
be if the teacher adjusts each child's task to his ability and 
reach. When this is not done, when a child is sent home in 
tears with a note demanding he be taught at home, something 
is very wrong and it‘does not lie with the child nor his parents.

Behind this seemingly prosaic 
announcement is a story of hard- 
ship and obstacles. To the Korean 
populace, the inauguration of 
opera means fulfillment of ambi- 
tions long cherished by a people 
whose musical talents had no 
chance for expression under the 
Japanese regime. 

To Dr. Lee In Sun, seheerful, 
busy physician who looks after 
the health of Koreans employed 
at Kimpo Air Field by the United 
States Army Forces in Korea, goes 
much of the credit for the intro- 
duction of opera into this “Land 
of the Morning Calm.” Three years 
after receiving an M.D. degree in 
Seoul, he went to Milan, Italy, to 
study opera, remaining there un- 
til 1937. Possessed of an excellent 
tenor voice, he then returned to 
the Far East and gave concerts 
in Tokyo and Seoul until the war 
interrupted his musical career. 


After the start of the American 
occupation of Korea, when the 
Korean people began to realize 
that no longer would their in- 
herent rights be denied expression, 
Dr. Lee called together a group of 
Seoul’s most talented musicians. 
In March 1946 the Korea Opera 
Association was organized, with 
Dr. Lee In Sun as president. 

There were no funds to stage a 
production and no hall for re- 
heargals, but what the Korean 
singers lacked in tangible equip- 
ment they more than made up in 
ambition and determination. 
Through his friendship with a 
wealthy Korean business man, 
Dr. Lee arranged to have the 
opera association’s initial effort 
underwritten.

Many in the audience wit- 
nessed “La Traviata” several 
times and many others stood in 
long lines in front of the theater 
for several hours before the doors 
were opened. Tickets sold for 
200 yen each, including a 23 per 
cent tax which went to the na- 
tional government. Even with 
capacity crowds and all available 
standing room occupied, Dr, Lee 
estimated that a 200, 
was suffered by the Korea Opera 
Association's initial effort. The

lem. While sufficient fabrics were

Twenty members of the Korea 
Symphony Orchestra—the largest 
number that could be accommo- 
dated in the theater’s small pit— 
played the score of “La Traviata,” 
directed by Lim Won Sik, 29-year- 
old conductor who has become @ 


favorite with Korean and Ameri- 


can audiences alike. The complete 
orchestral score was supplied by 
the Metropolitan Opera Company 
of New York City. 


Miss Kim, who alternated in 
the leading feminine role, is re- 
garded as Seoul’s outstanding so- 
prano, Now 30, she is the mother 
of two children and teaches music 
at Ewha College in Seoul, her 
alma mater. Miss Mah, also 30, 
is a graduate of Oriental Music 
College in Tokyo and one time 
winner of a voice contest in 
Japan. 

Alternating in the roles of the 
baritone were Oak In Chan, who 
holds a law degree from Chin 
Dan College in Shanghai and who 
studied music unde Russian pro- 
fessors before the war, and Chung 
Young Chai, another graduate of 
Oriental Music College. 


Dr. Lee In Sun describes Korea’s 
first opera as “a good beginning” 
and is confident that future per- 
formances will prove the Korean’s 
ability. Already he has translated 
“Carmen” from Italian to Korean 
and the Korea Opera Association, 
aided by the Korea Symphony 
Orchestra, hopes to present its 
second opera this summer.
